It fails upon the police and the li- 
cense commugsioners to see that the law 
is obeyed. In Lawrence the hardsnip 
upon hotel keepers will not be so great 
as in Boston anu other places, since the 
night trade here is compartively small. 
Nevertheless, it means some pecuniary 
loss to hotel men and considerable an- 
noyance to hotel guests who like liquor. 

When interviewed by a Telegram re- 
porter this morning regarding the en- 
forcement of the law, W. J. Bradley, 
chairman of the license commission, 
said that the duty fell upon the police 
to see that the law is obeyed, and upon 
the commissioners to take action when- 
ever violations of the law are brought 
to their notice. 

The law as it now stands upon the 
statute books reads: 

“No sale of spirituous or intoxicating 
liquors shall be made between the hours 
of 11 o’clock at night and 6 o'clock in 
the morning; nor during the Lord’s day, 
except that, if the licensee is also licen- 
sed as an innholder, he may supply 
such liquor to guests who have resorted 
to his house for food or lodging.” 

Judge Bell held that that semicolon 
separated the week days fromthe Lord's 
day, and therefore the exception noted 
in the law only applies to Sundays. In 
other words, the innholder or any other 
|

liquor dealer, cannot sell intoxicating 
liquor after 11 o’clock at night, on any 
day during the week, Sundays included. 
But the innholder can, on Sundays, seil 
to guests who resort to his house for 
food or todging.

NEW STORE HOUSE. 


The new Washington mills storenouse 
on the east side of Newbury street, cor- 
ner of Canal and Methuen streets, is 
nearly completed, and it will be but a 
few weeks when it will be ready for oc- 
cupancy, It is a most substantial and 
commodious structure and when com- 
pleted will be fitted with all the latest 
and most improved storehouse appli- 
ances, 

The building is a six-story structure 
and has a fine concreted basement, 
Fach floor is divided into four large 
fooms and on the first three floors the 
five rooms are connected by archways. 
The fourth, fifth,-and sixth floors, how- 
ever are somewhat different in this re- 
spect for in each case only two rooms 
are connected, the floors being divided 
into two distinct and separate sections 
by a brick wall running from Methuen 
street to Canal street. This is to fur- 
ther insure safety against fire. 

Two large elevators will be in tre 
building, one for each side, thus giving 
the service to every room in the struc- 
ture. 

On the Canal street side, a long plat- 
form is being constructed and at the 
top of the building on this side are the 
hoists which will be run by electric 
motors, 

The top floor, it Is understood, will be 
used as a wool sorting department. 
This floor is very well lighted ani much 
higher studded than any of the others. 
All rooms are fitted with automatic 
closing doors which, in case of fire, 
shut of their own accord. 

The entrance to the building {3 on 
Newbury street and on this street there 
are also four freight doors. On Me- 
thuen street, there are eight freight 
doors and on Canal street, eight on the 
lower floor and two on each succeeding 
floor. Those on the upper floors are 
side by side, in the center of the wall 
and are beneath the first, 

The structure is about 180x170 feat. 
The brick work was done by W. N. 
Pike, and the carpentering by E. 'W. 
Pittman. The carpenters, it is stated, 
will have finished their work in about 
two weeks, then the elevators and 
steam fittings will be put in. 


A BAD FALL, 


E. T. Marr of 408 Pleasant street, was 
the victim, Tuesday morning, of what 
may prove a very serious and probably 
fatal accident. At present he is at the 
General hospital suffering from a bad- 
ly injured back, but the nature or ex- 
tent of his injuries are as yet, un- 
known. 

Shortly after 7 o’clock this morning 
Mr. Marr who is head foreman at the 
Washington mills new storhouse, now 
in process of construction, stepped on- 
to a plank which spannei the elevator 
well at the third story, to give orders 
to some of his men. He is a very heavy 
man, and without an instant’s warning 
the plank gave way under his weight. 

Instantly his body shot downward 
and with great force came in contact 
with the bottom of the elevator well, 
in the basement. He was picked up by 
some of the workmen and was found

The brief notice on Monday tod 
all that is yet known, of 
the death of (Francis Cogswell, ac 


Lodi, California, was a sad shock to 
many Lawrence citizens. As a boy, 
youth, and young man in the Lawrence 
life of 1870 to 1890, he had endeared him- 
self to a wide circle of friends, and their 
memory of him deserves recognition in 
a few fitting words about the life now 
closed, 

Francis Cogswell was the s0n of John 
F. Cogswell, a long-time successful bus- 
iness man of Lawrence. He was born 
in Lawrence in 1861, and received his 
education in the schools of the city. In 
1877, the Pacific bank was started, and 
young Cogswell, fresh from the High 
school, entered that institution as a 
clerk. Successive promotions made 
him teller in 1882, and he held that po- 
sition until 1888, when he resigned and 
went to Lodi, California. Here in the 
following year in company with Hon. 
Guy W. Currier, a life long friend, he 
established a state bank. Mr. Currier 
soon after retired and Mr. Cogswell had 
continued as the active head of the 
bank up to. the time of death. 

He held the office of vice president 
and had enjoyed a very successful ca- 
reer in his chosen field. 

Previous to going to California, Mr. 
Cogswell was an active participant in 
the social and athletic life of Lawrence. 
He was very popular with his associ- 
ates and enjoyed a wide friendship. He 
was gne of the earliest local bicycle en- 
thusiasts and organized the first bicy- 
cle club in Lawrence. 2 ‘ 

He was married in Lodi several years 
ago and leaves a wife, besides his fa- 
ther and mother, now living in Florida, 
and one brother, a resident of San 
Francisco. Thomas M. Cogswell and 
Reuben Merrill of this city are uncles 
of the deceased. 


OLD RAILROAD MAN: 


William Luscomb, a well known 
freight conductor upon the Boston and 
Maine railroad, pasged away at about 
10 o'clock Tuesday morning at his home 
at 90 Mt. Vernon street. Death came 
quite suddenly, the immediate cause be- 
ing heart disease.

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- Petitions vs Public Sentiment. 


When the selectmen entered the 
town hall last Monday evening, it is 
doubtful if they would have dared to 
estimate the relative strength of the 
two parties who were seeking public 
favor at their hands, They had before 
them two petitions of almost equal 
length. About fifty names that were 
on one were also on the other, and so 
far as the petitions themselves were 
concerned they were of almost equal 
strength. The real public sentiment 
of the town, as shown by the final vote, 
left no doubt upon the question and 
the value of petitions as showing the 
true sentiment of the public had been 
stamped for its actual worth. 

There is no need of any extended 
comment upon tlfe gas question itself 
at this time. The public voice. was 
sufliciently emphatic to make the 
action of the selectmen very easy, and 
when the public speaks with such em- 
phasis as it did last Monday, there is 
never any doubt of the correctness of 
its judgment. 

But the way in which the petitions 
came near to miscarrying the public 
sentiment deserves rather more consid- 
eration. People have come to look 
upon petitions altogether too lightly. 
Many estimable citizens sign papers 
presented to them, from an entirely 
wrong motive. They put down their 
hames “because the solicitor is a good 
fellow,” “because some other man has,” 
“because they want to keep in with 
everybody,” and soon a public senti- 
ment is manufactured which is as care- 
lessly yielded to by the petitioned 
power, as it is carelessly created, 

There can be no question of the 
value of a real genuine spontaneous ex- 
pansion of endorsement or protest as 
is often contained in a long and pon- 
derous petition. Such a movement fre- 
quently does good, but from several 
recent examples it seems a safe state- 

; ment that petitions more often than 
| otherwise, actually misrepresent public 
| sentiment. The safeguard is not neces: 

sarily in the entire ignoring of petitions, 
but it is in an aroused appreciation on 
the part of the public at large of the 
danger of attaching the name to any 
and every” indiscriminate document 
because “somebody” desires it. 


Christmas Giving. ~ 


Just about now the average house- 
hold is filled 4vith plans for the annual 
Chiistmas gift exchanging. And what 
a farce a lot of it is! 

If the Christmas season means any- 
thing, it means the cultivation of the 
spirit of real charity and the giving of 
happiness in every possible way. Hap- 
piness for the giver and the recipient 
of every gift; a charity that reaches 
the dark spots of humanity and makes 
them brighter and of the other kind 
that cherishes each token for the love 
which prompted it and not for its in- 
trinsic value. 

Instead 
how much planning there is on every 
hand to so cover the list of Christmas 
beneficiaries that none will be missed, 
and how careful the planning that the 
gift received last year shall be repaid 
in a return gift this year.

SEEMED LIKE LAUGHING GAS 


The Gas Hearing Proved an Entertain- 
ment to a Large Gathering. Over- 
whelming Sentiment for Law- 
rence Gas Company. 


If any doubt existed in the minds of 
the citizens of Andover as to whether 
the Lawrence Gas company or the so- 
called Andover Gas Light company 
should be granted the right to put in 
gas inthe town of Andover that doubt 
must have been effectively dispelléd had 
they attended the hearing in the Town 
hall on Monday evening and heard the 
many and varied reasons why the first 
named company should be granted that 
privilege and the last named should not. 
Not only was it very conclusively shown 
that there was not any Andover Gas 
Light company—and never had been 
except on paper—but also that the men 
promoting the so-called company were 
mistaken when they’ claimed that they 
could put in a plant and furnish the 
town of Andover with gas at $1 per 1000 
feet. 

The Town hall was well filled. by about 
300 interested citizens when Selectman 
Goldsmith opened the hearing at 7 
o’clock. ‘The full board of selectmen oc- 
cupied seats on the platform. Repre- 
senting the Lawrence Gas company, 
Agent C. J. R. Humphries, Charles A. 
DeCourcy, counsel for the company, and 
J. J.Sweeney occupied seats at a table 
at the left of the hall. At the other side 
of the stage was another table for the 
counsel of the Andover Gas Light com- 
pany but throughout the evening it re- 
mained unoccupied. J. W. Barnard, 
Whose interest in the Andover company 
was greater than that of any other local 
individual, sat near the front at the cen- 
tre of the hall. % 

Selectman Goldsmith in opening the 
hearing said that the board had received 
petitions from supporters of both com- 
panies, the general contents of which 
were alike, each asking that the com- 
pany they favored be granted a location 
on the streets of Andover. The Law- 
rence company’s petition had 176 signers 
and the Andover company’s 200. About 
50 names appeared on both petitions. 
As the Lawrence Gas company peti- 
tioned first for privileges they were 
called upon to present their case first. 

Mr. DeCourcy presented the case of 
the Lawrence Gas company in a very 
lucid and straightforward manner, ex- 
plaining in unmistakable terms why his 
company should be granted what it asked 
for. He said that a word of history was 
not out of place, then went on to tell 
about the Lawrence Gas company. 
Among other things he stated that it was 
an old established company, organized to 
do business in Lawrence. With the 
growth of Lawrence the company had 
spread out as a progressive company 
should and tried to keep abreast of the 
growth. Finally the company’s pipes 
reached to the Methuen line and Methuen 
desired gas. The Lawrence Gas com- 
pany went to the legislature and secured 
franchises to furnish not only the town 
of Methuen with gas but also the towns 
of North Andover and Andover. The 
selectmen of Methuen granted the Law- 
rence Gas company rights on the streets 
and the selectmen of North Andover

was desired by the citizens of that town, 
Recentiy the citizens of Andover found 
that they too'wanted gas and the result 
was a petition from the Lawrence Gag 


| company to the selectmen of Andover on 


| the 16th of October, 1900, 


Up to that 
time no opposition had been experienced 
but immediately an Andover company is 
rescued from obscurity in order that the 
Lawrence company may be shut out, 
The Lawrence Gas company is one of 
the best known, and most strongly es- 
tablished gas companies in the Common- 
wealth. There are more than a million 
dollars invested in the plant. t can 
easily supply not only the 75,000 people 
now supplied in Lawrence, Methuen and 
North Andover, but also the residents of 
the town of Andover as well. Its mains 
and holders are ample and even now, 
new holder is being constructed at a con- 
siderable expense. The capital stock of 
the company has recently been increased, 
The quality of gas furnished is above the 
average, Instead of 16 candle power 
which is the average, the gas of the Law- 
rence company is 20candle power, higher 
than any other city’s in Essex county 
with one exception. Therefore it may be 
seen that not only is the quantity of the 
gas which the Lawrence company can 
furnish all right but the quality is also 
of high standard. The company is local 
toa great extent as three of the direc- 
tors are Lawrence men.

Mr. Goldsmith then asked the Andover 
Gas Light company to present their side 
of the question, stating that the board 
wanted to hear from both companies as 
fully as possible before getting an ex- 
pression of opinion from the citizens in 
general. He asked if any counsel was 
present to represent the local company. 
After considerable hesitation and delay 
which caused .a feeling. to prevade the 
hearing that everybody was loth to cham- 
pion such a hopeless cause as that of the 
Andover Gas Light company, Walter H. 
Coleman rose to speak. He said that as 
one interested inthe company and in the 
town he would speak for the Andover 
company. He said that the company 
had no eloquent and able counsel to pre- 
sent their case but that he would do so 
to the best of his ability. Mr. Coleman 
spoke a good word for the Lawrence Gas 
company saying that he knew they could 
and would do as they agreed to. “The 
question,” he said, “seems to be oné of 
local interest. If a number of gentle- 
men, citizens of the town, are willing to 
furnish money and put in gas of an 


equal quality and at the same price as 
that supplied by an outside company, 
they should be given the preference.” 
He said that the Andover company had 
secured specifications, gotten out plans 
and are ready to do whatever the Law- 
rence Gas company agreed todo. The 
company is willing to abide by whatever 


restrictions and conditions: thie’ Belect- 


men might put upon them.

Lawrence, Nov. 27, 1900, 11 stone bounds

Some very peculiar marks were used 
in the early days to designate the loca- 
tion of the bounds. The old records 
mention the “Candlewood Knot, by the 
bank of the Shawsheen river,” ‘down 
the channel of the river toa black oak 
tree called the Bucks-horn.” Other 
things mentioned are ‘heaps of stones,” 
“large pine trees,” and “Rum Rock.”

It has been thought that some de- 
scription of the pictures in the John Cor- 
nell Art Collection at Memorial Hall 
would be of helpful interest to the visi- 
tors there, especially to the youth of the 
town. A few articles of that kind will 
be given from time to time in the Towns- 
man. ‘The first, written by Miss Twich- 
ell, the superintendent of the Collection 
upon the pictures hung in the reading 
room of the library is now given, and 
others will follow in later issues. It 
will be remembered that the art room is 
open on Friday and Saturday afternoons, 
from 3 to 5.30 o’clock, and on Saturday 
evening, from 7 to 9 0 clock. 


THE PICTURES IN THE 
ROOM. 


Of the pictures belonging to the 
Cornell collection which are hung 
in the reading room of Memorial 
hall, three are photographs of places 
of historical interest. 

No. 147, on the south wall, is the 
Pyramid of Cheops, the great py- 
ramid at Giseh, Egypt, built nearly 
4000 B. C. as the King’s sepulghre. 
Many archaeologists believe that 
it was also designed to preserve‘as- 
tronomical and mathematical rec- 
ords, which are embodied in its 

- Measurements. 

No. 144 shows. the Mosque of Sul- 
tan Achmed, one of the most famous 
of the many mosques of Constanti- 
nople. Inthe foreground is seena 
portion of the ancient Hippodrome, 
or race-course, showing two of its 
three existing manuments. One is 
the Obelisk of Thotmes III, nearly 
4000 years old, andthe other the Ser- 
pent or Twisted Column, made from 
the spoils of the battle of Plataea, in 
fulfillment of a vow made to the Ora- 
cle at Delphi by the victorious 
Greeks, and brought to Constanti- 
nople by Constantine. 

No. 150 is a photograph of Lincoln 
Minster, England, the building of 
which was begun about 1075 and 
finished about 1550. Both in ex- 
terior and interior features this is 
one of the most beautiful of English 
cathedrals, and it is a reason for re- 
gret that the crowding of other 
buildings about it makes it impossi- 

~ ble for a photograph to give an idea 
of the majesty of the structure. 

The remaining four large pictures 
are photographs from paintings by 
Franz Defregger. He was born in 
the Tyrol and, after study in Munich 
and Paris, returned to his mountain 
home to paint the people he best 
knew, the Tyrolese peasants. He 
has painted many historical scenes, 
notably of tbe brave struggle which 
that sturdy people made for liberty. 

‘No, 24, “Before the Rising in the 
Tyrol,” is one of these. It shows an 
eager group of men gathered before 
a village forge where the smith is 
reading a summons or warning. 

The remaining three are simple 
pictures of peasant life. 

No. 26, “After the Day’s- Work,” 
ig ascene on one of the High Alp 
pastures, where the flocks are taken 
for the summer. A group of men 
and girls gathered about a cabin are 
waiting for supper to be cooked, and 
listening to the exploits of a passing 
chamois-hunter, glad of so credulous 
ap audience. 
| No, 26,"On Furlough,” shows a 
typical, ‘Tyrolese interior, a peasant 
family intent on the story told by 
the newly returned soldier son who 
is the central figure. 

No. 27, “The City Beau in the Ty- 
rol,” calls out a smile if one notices 
the discomfited face of the traveller, 
as he realizes that he is being made 
gaine of by the laughing group of 
servants and loungers at the inn 
where he is lunching. 

The picture hanging beneath No. 
150 is a photograph from the 
Prophet Frieze in the Boston Public 
library by John S. Sargent, a well 
known American artist. It is a por- 
tion of the decoration of Sargent 
Hall, the whole scheme of which is 
to represent the Triumph of Reli- 
gion, and of which only a part is 
completed. In the frieze are the 
Hebrew prophets with Moses, the 
law-giver, in the centre. In the 
right hand panel the three exulting 
figures are pointing in the direction 
of the panels, which, in a few years, 
Mr. Sargent is to decorate with a 
painting of Christ preaching to the 
nations of the world. The single 
figures of some of the prophets are 
familiar through the popular repro- 
ductions of them, notably that of 
Hosea in the left panel and Isaiah 
at the right of the central panel. 

The frieze beneath No. 144 is from 
a painting by Otto Knille. a German 
painter, a pupil of Conture and 
later professor in the academy at 
Berlin. It is one of a series of four 
friezes in the Berlin University and 
represents Antique Culture. It em- 
bodies the Greek idea of the cultiva- 
tion of both mind and body, the pu- 
pils gathered around their master in 
philosophy typifying the one, and 
the wrestlers and discus-throwers, 
the other. .

Saved By P. A. Student. 


The Hartford Telegram, under date of 
Saturday, Dec. 1, has the account of a 
prompt rescue from death underneath 
car wheels, of Grant Hadsell, by Frank 
Woodworth of Rochester, N. Y., a senior 
at Phillips academy. 

It seems that Grant Hadsell, apparent- 
ly a commercial] traveller, although he 
refused togive his business connections 
or home address, attempted to board the 
New York and Boston north bound ex- 
press when it pulled into the union 
station in Hartford, last Friday after- 
noon. Failing to get a firm footing he 
fell on the rail and under the car. By- 
standers closed their eyes, not wishing 
to see the man’s life crushed out by the 
forward wheels of the following car.

Standing on the platform close at 
hand were four Phillips Andover boys,

Seemed like Laughing Gas. 


(Continued from Page 4.) 


John L. Smith said he would like to in- 
quire whether after a year or two the 
Andover Gas Light company would con- 
tinue to furnish gas at $1 per 1000 feet, 
or whether they would appeal tothe 
Massachusetts Gas and Electric Lighting 
commission and be told by them that 
they ought to get a fair return for their 
money. Mr. Smith recounted the trouble 
the town had a few years ago withthe 
Andover Electric Light company during 
which an application was made to the 
commissioners mentioned previously and 
from whom the town could obtain no 
satisfaction. One of the directors told 
Mr. Smith, *‘We’ve got the franchise; 
you’ve got to pay us what we ask and 
you can’t he!p yourselves.”” But a special 
town meeting proved differently and the 
Electric Light company was obliged to 
come down a little from their high horse. 
Mr. Smith was afraid it might be the 
same way with the Andover Gas Light 
company if the town granted them the 
use of the streets, because some of the 
same men were associated with both 
companies. 

Charles W. Ciark said that the Ando- 
ver Gas Light company was simply on 
paper; that it was intimately connected 
with the Andover Electric Light com- 
patty he should judge by a communica- 
tion in the Townsman. ‘What is to pré- 
vent the Andover Electric Light com- 
pany from securing control of the Ando- 
ver Gas Light company’s plant ?” he 
asked. ‘lhe time may come in the future 
when the town will want to establish its 
own electric plant or something of a 
similar nature. In such a case the town 
would have to purchase the Electrie plant 
already in existence, and if the two 
plants were united here, would have to 
purchase both.” Mr. Clark spoke of the 
excellent quality of the Lawrence gas, 
its low price and said he thought that 
the selectmen ought to decide te let the 
Lawrence Gas company in. 

John E, Smith said that the whole 
matter was a simple business. proposi- 
tion, both companies agreeing to furnish 
gas at $1 per 1000, but that in one case 
there is the surity that the Lawrence 
company can and will do what it agrees 
and in the other case there is a great un- 
certainty. Boston, Lowell, Lawrence 
and Haverhill are the only cities in Mass- 
achusetts having companies furnishing 
gas at $1 per 1000. 

John N. Cole thought that no direct 
proposition as to cost had been made by 
the Andover Gas Light company and 
saidthat if an understanding could be 
reached in that respect the hearing could 
be continued with more intelligence. 
He said that the statement had appeared 
in print that the Andover company 
could not furnish gas at Sl per 1000 but 
that “it will be better gas.” 

Mr. Coleman stated that the Andover 
company would furnish gas of an equal 
quality at that price and would carry 
out everything they promised to. 

Selectman Goldsmith inquired what 
bonds the Andover company would fur- 
nish as a guarantee that they would do 
as they agreed. 

Mr Barnard said that the company 
would give any bond that was right. 

Mr. Cole wondered if the 
Light company would be willing to re- 
duce the price in the next ten years as 
the Lawrence Gas company has inthe 
past ten years on account of cheapening 
in material and so forth. ‘The cost of 
the electric lights in Andover have not 
been reduced much in the past ten 
years,” he said. Mr. Cole continued by 
calling attention to the comparatively 
small amount invested, by Andover peo- 
plein the proposed Andover company. 
He said that the additional amount that 
the town would get from taxes if a plant 
was constructed in Andover would be 
over-balanced by the saving to the citi- 
zens from the advantages offered by the 
Lawrence Gas company. He went on to 
tell the many things they did such as 
putting in gas ranges and heaters for 
next to nothing to get people to use the 
gas and concluded by saying “they are 
progressive, weil managed and will be a 
se’vant of the town of Andover. That 
is why [stand here arguing against my 


friends and say, let this company come 
in.” 
Mr. Barnard arose to say that the 


statement that only a small amount of 
the capital stock would be subscribed in 
Andover was not so, that about $20,000 
would be subscribed here and very little 
outside. He said he was sorry this town 
had “yot so low” that it wanted the Law- 
rence G:as company to furnish gas here. 

Judge Poor said he signed the petition 
of the Lawrence Gas company because 
he wanted gas, illuminating gas ard not 
any other kind. He said that the Law- 
rence (as company was second to none ; 
that they furnished gas at as low a price 
as any company and that they could fur- 
nish it to Andover within a year. He 
said also that the Andover Gas. Light 
company was all on paper. Not a dollar's 
worth of stock had been issued, and that 
$20,000 would not start the establishment 
of aplant. It would take $100,000, “Mr. 
Barnard does not want to engage in any 
such business where there is no profit in 
it, nov.does anybody else. What the An- 
dover Gas Light company’s charter is 
for is to keep out somebody else. We 
don’t wanta gas plant here. It would 
be a nuisance. But we are willing that 
Lawrence shall make the gas for us.” 

Bernard M, Allen remarked that An- 
dover would really get gas cheaper than 
Lawrence on account of the territory 
which the company will have to cover in 
laying pipes. Ile spoke of the proposed 
Massachusetts pipe line company which 
may possibly come here in afew years 
and in case the. town wishes to avail 
themselves of it, a main plant in Ando- 
ver would be a needless encumbrance, 
Mr. Allen mentioned Wakefield’s expe- 
rience on the gas question. They had 
been paying $2 per 1000 for gas and ap- 
plied to the Gas commission for a reduc- 
tion to $1.90 per 1000 but it was re- 
fused on the ground that the plant was 
losing money already. 

Judge Poor stated 
think the company 
bonds to guarantee that the contract as 
they made it would be carried out. The 
town would be at the mercy of the Gas 
Light company and would have to pay 
what they asked. 

Mr. Barnard wanted to know if the 
town could ever purchase the system of 
pipes from the Lawrence company if 
they wanted to. “I would rather lose 
$5,000 or even 310,000 than have that 
company come in here,” he said. ‘We 
mean business, we're honorable men and 
we'll do what's right. Apparently they 
have no interest in the town, some of 
these men haven't,” said Mr. Barnard. 
“I don't believe they ought tobe allowed 
to come in here for nothing, they ought. 
to pay us $5,000.”’ 

John L, Smith asked if the selectmen

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would not call for an expression of opin- 
ion from the citizens present. 

Selectman Goldsmith replied that he 
would later on. He then inquired for 
Mr. Boutwell whether a gas plant wasa 
nuisance or not, and if it was, within 
what distance was it disagreeable ? 

Mr. DeCourcy replied that it depended 
upon the situation and manner of con- 
ducting a plant. ‘They had never had 
any complaints about the Lawrence Gas 
company’s plant. 

Mr. DeCourcy was then given a chance 
to present his closing arguments. He 
said that his proposition had been re- 
ceived by the people of Andover as he 
had a right to expect it would be re- 
ceived. He was very much pleased that 
his statements had been received with- 
out question, even by the opposing 
company. facts were not called for 
but Mr. DeCourcy said he proposed to 
give a few, and hoped that the members 
of the Andover Gas Light company 
would not take them amiss. “The gen- 
tlemen of the Andover Gas Light com- 
pany were misled when they stated that 
they could establish a gas plant in And- 
over for $20,000 and furnish gas at $1 per 
1000 feet,” said he. ‘The Andover Gas 
Light company cannot furnish gas at $1 
per 1000 teet,—that is only a delusion of 
the promoters.’’ He quoted some figures 
showing that in several 
than Andover having gas plants, not one 
of them was capitalized at Jess than 
$50,000, one of them running up to over 
$107,000, and that nearly every one 
charged at least $2 per 1000 feet for gas. 
At Greenfield, a town of 7,937 inhabi- 
tants, the company had a capitalization 
of $50,000 and the rate was $2.50. Mr. 
DeCourcy continued by saying, ‘It will 
cost the Lawrence Gas company $30,000 
to pipe the town alone, do you think the 
Andover Gas Light company can put in 
a plant for $20,000?” 

Mr. Barnard interrupted Mr. DeC ourcy 
to say that a plant could be put in for 
$33,000 because an engineer had been 
cangulted and plans drawn up. ‘We've 
got the figures,’ he said. 

“I can give you all the figures you 
want,’’ interpolated Mr. WeCourcy, 
“what we want is facts. It will cost 
$75,000 for a manufacturing and distri- 
buting plant in this town and that isa 
very conservative estimate.” He said 
that the Lawrence Gas company was 
only paying 6 per cent dividend on over 
a million dollars invested in the com- 
pany and that it was only within a short 
time that the company could afford to 
reduce the price of gas to $1 per 1000 
feet. ‘Now, who proposes to do this in 
Andover?" asked he. ‘fhe Andover 
Gas Light company. ‘There is no And- 
over Gas Light company. ‘They have no 
rights. If they are granted tonight the 
permission by the town to lay pipes and 
establish a yas plant, they couldn't dig 
up a shovelful of dirt. ‘There is an act 
Which prohibits paper companies. The 
capital stock must be all paid in anda 
proper youcher tiled with the treasurer 
at the state house before any action that 
these companies may take will be legal. 
The charter of the Andover Gas Light 
company was obtained on the 12th of 
October, 1859, and not one thing  re- 
quired by law was dove until the Law- 
rence Gas company petitioned for rights. 
Then Rip Van Winkle awoke out of a 
long sleep. Mr. DeCourcy explained 
fully the connection between the And- 
over Klectric light company and. the 
Andover Gas Light company and showed 
how both were fostered by the Thomp- 
son Houston company. He stated that 
he had reyuested the Andover Gas 
Light company to have their records 
aud certain letters on hand at the hear- 
j ing but as they did not comply he would 
read some copies of certain yearly letters 
regarding the business of the company. 
The first few yearly letters were ones 
which passed between the state house 
and the secretary of the company at that 
time, asking about the statusof the com- 
pany and the replies stating that it was 
in a merely quiescent state. 

Mr. Barnard agai. interrupted and 
said he thought Mr. DeCourcy ought to 
| read the signatures of these letters and 
the latter complied, stating that it was 
Alfred L. Ripley, secre:ary at that time.

In this let- 
ter Mr. Coleman said that he supposea 
that the Gas Light company’s. charter 
belonged to the Electric Light company 
and was meant to protect it from compe- 
;tition. After that the Andover Gas 
Light company faded into the backe 
ground until recently resurrected. ‘Then 
Mr. DeCourcy launched a thunder bolt 
at the now almost overwhelmed promo- 
ters of the proposed gas company. He 
said that the action taken at their re- 
cent meeting was illegal because there 
was no way in which any but the ten 
original charter members of the Ando- 
ver Gas Light company could participate 
in the meeting except when the capital 
stock was subscribed and paid in and an 
affidavit to that effect obtained. More- 
over, there were no records on hand, 
further adding to the illegality of their 
‘meeting. “The gentlemen who speak 
ifor the Andover Gas company, Mr. Bar- 
nard and other gentlemen, have no 
right to represent the company unless 
they are of the ten original charter 
members. Mr. Barnard could not possi- 
‘bly be elected a director of that com- 
pany. Mr. Barnard is not a member of 
the Andover Gas Light company and he 
isa member of the Lawrence Gas com- 
pany and he ought to be for us instead 
of against us.

pany. ‘Why, Mr. Barnard bought some 
stock in the Lawrence Gas company 
himself within a month and I shouldn’t 
wonder is he could become a director in 
our company if he buys stock enough. 
We should be glad to have him working 
for our company with as much vim as 
he has been working for this will-o’-the- 
wisp.”” He concluded by saying that the 
pipes of thé Lawrence Gas company 
already extended to within 900 yards of 
the Andover line and that his company 
was ready to start as soon as they were 
given the right. They would furnish as 
good gas as any one in Massachusetts is 
getting. 

Mr. Goldsmith then called for a vote 
of the citizens to see what their sen: 
ment was in the matter, and on a stand- 
ing vote, 256 citizens favored the Law- 
rence Gas company and out of ,two hun- 
dred signers of the Andover Gas Light 
company’s petition, including promoters 
and directors, only J. W. Barnard and 
Walter H. Coleman, with the courage to 
support their convictions, had sand 
enough to stand up as champions of a 
forlorn hope. 

Selectman Goldsmith announced the 
result of the vote and adjourned tlre 
most delectable hearing in the history of 
the town. Decision was. reserved until 
later, although there seems to be no 
doubt but that the selectmen will grant 
the Lawrence Gas Light company’s pe- 
tition as soonas matters can be arranged.

TO ENGLAND IN TWO DAYs. 


“Fast electric ships crossing the ocean 
at more than a mile a minute, will go 
from New York to Liverpool in two 
days,’’ writes John Elfreth Watkins, Jr., 
of ‘What May Happen in the Next 
Hundred Years,’ in the December 
Ladies’ Home Journal.

TIME EXTENDED. 


The selectmen met Saturday and de- 
cided to grant the petition of the L. L. 
and H. street railroad for a longer time 
in which to extend their tracks from 
Barker street to Oakland avenue, on 
Lowell street. The railroad company 
was given until July 1, 1901, in which to 
extend the tracks. The time limit ex- 
pired Saturday. As has been previous- 
ly stated ,in this column the reasons 
which the officials of the railroad give 
for not having completed the road ‘is 
that they intend'in the spring to take 
some of the track on the other lines and 
put down heavy rails; «and that. the 
light second hand rails can be used to 
extend the line in this town, There is 
considerable feeling about town be- 
cause of the way the railroad has acted 
in this matter, and especially those 
who are to be benefited by the extension 
are indignant that the track 1s not yet 
extended. The other townspeople take 
an interest in the matter on'y in a g2n- 
ral way. They are dissatisfied with the 
service that the L. L. & H. railroad 
company is furnishing this town, and 
so are somewhat put out that the com- 
pany should not do as they agreed in 
this matter. Some doubt is expressed 
as to whether the company réally 
means to extend the tracks, but It is 
understood that the superintendent of 
the road told the selectmen that the ex- 
tension should be made by July first of 
next year.
